She promised to post it for 
him. 

Patrick Conaghan, of Meenmore, 
said that he remembered Molloy com- 
ing to his house in May and referring 
to reports being put about him going 
with Herron’s wife, but did not say 
it was true. Molloy visited the house 
later, and had a whip and the starting 
handle of a motor car.. He wanted 
witness to go along with him to slay’ 
Herron that night, but witness de- 
clined.

FARMERS’ CLEAR DWTY 


It is not too much to say, Mr. Aiken 
remarked,. that “the freedom and 
neutrality of this portion of the 
country largely depend on the practical. 
patriotism of our farmers. In order to 
discourage any idea of attack upon 
us we must not only be determined in 
all circumstances to fight it out to 
the end; but to last it out to the end 
economically. We will not be able to 
from some hardships 


save our 
and privations, We may-have many 
men women deprived of their 


normal employment. But at least it 
is possible to keep’ them all fed, 
warmed, clothed and housed out of the 
resources which.God gave us. We 
must thank God for His gifts in a 
practical way—by making use of them 
for the purpose they were given ts, 
for the sustenance of our people, who 
are prepared to stay at home in this 
hour of the country’s danger to work 
for her and, if necessary, to fight for 
her defence. 

The farmers’ duty in this regard is 
clear—to produce all the varieties of 
food which our people require; and, if 
possible, the quantities of each which 
they are accustomed to consume.. It is, 
of course, true to say that even in 
1939 we produced enough food of all 
kinds to feed our people, but while we 
had a surplus of animal products we 
only produced half our requirements 
of wheat, and we imported large 
quantities of cereals for animal food. 
If we had not accumulated reseryes oí 
wheat and also been able to import 
large quantities in the first year of the 
war we would have been forced drasti- 
cally to reduce our cattle, poultry, 
and pig population in order to conserve 
the cereals grown in 1939 for human 
consumption.

| we must produce and de- 
liver to the mills this year all the 
wheat and other products which our 
people normally consume, in- addition 
to sufficient food for our present 
animal population. The farmer who 
does not produce and deliver his fair 
quota of wheat is endangering not 
only the people in the towns, 
but also endangering those farmers who 
who make their living by feeding pigs, 
poultry and cattle. have no doubt, 
seeing that our farmers last year pro- 
duced an additional 425,000 acres of 
cereals and roots over 1939. that this 
year an additional 150,000 acres of 
wheat and 400,000 acres of other cereals 
will be grown. That is the goal which 
the Minister for Agriculture is setting 
our farmers, and it is to be hoped that 
in their own and the national interest 
it will be reached. 

Senator J. T. McGee, Chairman, 
Louth County Council, who presided, 
and speakers representative of the 
farming community in various parts of 
the county, referred to difficulties con- 
fronting operations in “what they 
claimed is the most intensively tilled 
area in Eire.

The National Crisis 


The Minister for Supplies has 
made a definite statement on the 
country’s stocks of food and fuel, 
and every citizen knows that the 
position is bad. What is going to 
be done about it? Hundreds of well- 
nourished people, whom the threat 
of rationing has awakened to the 
possibility that they may go hungry 
before the spring is out, are 
breathing out fire against the 


| Government on the ground that it 


has made a mess of affairs. Others, 


apparently, are not interested: they 


seem to think that, ~ecausé all has 


gone well with them in the past, it 


will go equally well in the future, 
and that the Minister’s warning is 


merely a ‘‘scare,’’ devised for some 
sinister purpose or another. With 
people of. this kind—and there are 
plenty of them—we have no patience. 
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make it. The Irish Times, 
alone among the Dublin morning 
newspapers, has maintained its pre- 
a quarter years of a world war ; and, 
while recently we increased the price 
of our Saturday issue to threepence, 
we gave additional value to the 
public in respect not only of unique 
features, but also of the size of our 
publication. A situation has arisen 
now which forces us to ask the 
indulgence of our readers. When 
the present war broke out the price 
of newsprint was £0 a ton ; the price 
at the moment is approaching £70 
a ton. Furthermore, the outlook 
regarding future supplies is 
exceedingly bleak. In his state- 
ment to the Press on Wednesday 
Mr. Sean Lemass Minister for 
Supplies, said that ‘‘the outlook 
for newsprint was most gloomy, and, 
apart from certain small shipments, 
already arranged for, he could see 
little prospect of any further im- 
ports of this type of paper. The 
small quantity which, “under the 
most favourable circumstances, could 
be produced by the Irish mills would 
relieve the situation only to a very 
minor degree.” We need not’ tell 
our readers that the almost pro- 
hibitive cost of newsprint, with the 
growing danger of complete cessation 
of supplies, is only one—although 
by far the most important—of the 
many factors which are operating 
against newspaper production at. 
the moment. The cost of all 
materials has soared above pre-war 
levels. Distribution has become 
more difficult; the curtailment of 
space in general has resulted in a 
restriction of advertising space; and 
the consequential losses entailed by 
the drastic reductions in the size of 
our newspaper are 2s heavy as they 
are widespread. We believe that the 
Irish Times has a valuable part to 


the opening of community kitchens 
both in Dublin and elsewhere. They 
would have a striking effect on the 
consumption of fuel, and they 
almost certainly would entail a 
useful economy in food, since people 
enjoying a daily square meal would 
have less occasion to “ fill up ” with 
wheaten foods at the subsidiary 
meals. Rationing in itself may 
bring discomfort to thousands of the 
poorer Dubliners ; 
scheme, worked out in conjunction 
with community meals—that is to 
say, cheap and good meals—might 
involve no hardship at all.

As a 
matter of fact, although the joy of 
receiving new presents, beautifully 
and mysteriously wrapped in brown 
paper, is irresistible, most children 
prefer the variety of “ pretending 
games ”. to any other form of amuse- 
In recent years, perhaps, 
elaborate toys, wireless sets, and 
cheap cinema shows have ousted 
the old games to some extent, but 
there are very few little girls even 
nowadays who do not enjoy the 
simple game of “shop,” and to the 
male section of the juvenile popula- 
tion the game of ‘soldiers,’ un- 
fortunately, but undoubtedly, still 
ranks as a firm favourite.

LIEUT.-GENERAL SIR F. C. 
SHAW 
The death was announced yesterday, 


at Osborne House, Isle of Wight, of 
Lieutenant-General the Right Hon. Sir 


who was British Commander-in-Chief 
in Treland in 1918. He was promoted

Born on July 31, 1861, Sir Frederick 
Shaw was the son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Shaw, of Normanton, Derbyshire.

HIS MEMORY STILL LIVES 


In the days of his full strength he 
had a gay stride, as he moved, for all 
his bulk, with the light steps of a 
dancer about the city streets. He was 
one whom you loved to see coming 
towards you; for there would “be the 
big laugh that shook his frame and

That is what we have so often 
missed since he left us. - Yet for twelve 
months now, he has not been far, I 
feel, in spirit from the scenes in which 
he used to move.

Tavern Titles: I. 


On the Dublin-Wicklow road, near 
a pleasant eucalyptus grove 
euphonious] called Courtfoyle, 
stands a comfortable wayside 
tavern. Smuggled into the hilly 
background, the Rat Hole has been 
the scene of many a meet in. past 
years. Even now, when fox-hunting 
has lost its popular appeal, meets 
are regularly held there. ; 

The title has no connection with 
the valence of rats jn the 
neighbourhood, but its history is 
briefly as follows :— 

Many years ago thirteen mazgis- 
trates used to meet, in the interests 
of economy, to decide whether 
licences should be-tenewed or ex- 
tended. Applications for the ex- 
tension of the Glen Tavern’s licence 
to seven days was refused, on the 
grounds that it was better for the 
young men to go to church than to 
spend the Sabbath in “ that rat-hole 
of a place.” This description was 

pularly accepted, and so the Glen 

avern woke up one morning to find 
it had a new name. Everybody 
called it ‘“The Rat Hole,”’ and ‘‘ The 
Rat Hole ” it remains to this day. 
Few now know that it once possessed 
another name. ‘‘Glen Tavern’’ has 
vanished into the shadows of the 
past. 

This quaint title ‘‘The Rat Hole’’ 
has been so long associated with the 
place that it has become, as it were, 

The 
ocals, and others, refer to it 
affectionately as ‘‘ The Old Rat.”’

Tavern Titles: Il. 


Known to the proprietor, and to 
strangers, as the “‘Templeogue Inn.'' 
but to locals as the “ Morgue,’’ this 
wayside tavern on the Templeogue 
road has a strange history. 

Long ago, a large, old-fashioned. 
cumbersome vehicle, populariy 
styled a steam tram, used to ratt!c 
regularly along the rails from 
Terenure to Blessington, setting up 
a Smoke-screen en route to disguise 
its. appearance. 

It is difficult to understand how 
anyone could be ignorant of its 
approach. Nevertheless, the victims 
of this vehicle were numerous. The 
accidents usually occurred con- 
veniently rear the Templeogue Inn. 
into which the bodies of the departed 
were brought to be laid out for the 
inquest. 

e presence of the dead men in 
the bar gave some wag an idea for 
a title, and so the staid “ Temple. 
ogue Inn ” vanished, to be replaced 
by the ‘* Morgue.’’ 

This inn is now popularly known 
as “The Morgue’’—greatly as it 
belies the name. With the progress 
of civilisation the steam tram has 
long disappeared, and the reason for 
the title has now become obscure. 

As evidence of the progress just 
mentioned, there is a little iron 
Ainm on a wall near the “ Morcue’’ 

aring the simple legend: “ Bewaro 
of the Tram.” This is just another 
of those links with the forgotten 
past.

SEED SITUATION 
AAA. 
FARMERS GROW THEIR 
OWN SUPPLIES 


Root seeds will be somewhat short 
this year, and farmers will be asked 
by the Government to use any means 
possible to make the supply go as far 
as possible. Normally farmers use too 
much seed in sowing roots, and they 
can economise considerably without 
causing the yield of the crops to drop. 

The Government last year appealed 
to farmers to retain part of their root 
crop for seed, and the response to the 
appeal has made the seed situation very 
much better than it would have been 
if the normal harvesting procedure had 
been adhered to. At present farmers 
are selecting their “‘ mother roots’’ oí 
turnips and mangolds, some for trans- 
planting and some to remain as they 
are to produce seed this year. Other 
sowmgs for seed were made in July an‘ 
August last, and the quantity produce:! 
for their own use by farmers will |): 
considerable. Other farmers are grow- 
ing roots and garden vegetables for 
seed production under contract to see: 
merchants.

CUSTOM HOUSE QUAY 


Bearing in mind the desirability of

When this was completed, Con- 
tinental-going vessels would be able 
to berth there adjacent to the spacious 
centrally-situated Custom House Dock 
warehouses. As most of the materials 
were in stock, the cost of reconstruc- 
tion would not be inflated by war-time 
prices. When built the quay would be 
about 1,790 feet long, and it was hoped 
to have the first three hundred feet 
ready for use before the end of this 
year. The cost would be nese 
£150,000, and a number of men, who 
otherwise would have become redun- 
dant, would remain in employment. 
Mr. McGrath reported that the £130,000 
4 per cent. Stock, at 99, issued to 
finance this capital undertaking last 
April, had been an immediate success.
